This system of instruction in 
piano playing is by charts and a 
dummy keyboard as well as on the 
actual instruments, and therefore 
is adapted to group work with 
children. Many parents can afford 
to start their children off in piano 
playing this way who could not af- 
1’ort an individual teacher.

Many Changes in Shoe 
Shop, Says Hartmann 


Our reporter found Peter H art­ 
mann occupying his old fam iliar 
bench in the repair shop of P eter 
Hartmann & Son, the other day. 
We asked him when* he intended 
to retire and we learned that he 
has no thought along that line. Life 
for a shoester in 1929 is a whole 
lot different than it w as 42 years 
ago, when Mr. Hartmann opened j 
his first shop upon tfie sam e prop- | 
erty his residence occupies today. 
In the old days Mr. Hartmann re­ 
ceived 90 cents for resoling a pair 
of shoes, and two such jobs w ere 
a good days labor. Today he sew s 
and heels a dozen pair of shoes 
in one day and the hours of labor 
com posing that day are consider­ 
ably less. 
The price for the pres­ 
ent day job is in the neighborhood 
of $2.00 a 
pair. 
Mr. Hartmann 
says that if w ays are continually 
being found to improve his busi­ 
ness, he does not think he will*ever 
retire, but that he w as just as hap­ 
py and saved just as much money 
in the old days as at the present 
tim e.
